Prosperity Into Austria; 
Rooming Nation lias 
No Unemployment 
GENEVA 
Small wonder they 
waltz in Vienna. Then 
country 
has 
become 
one 
big 
national 
“boom town.” 
Austria has done it with tax 
cuts — four such slashes in the 
past eight years. 
So prosperous now is the little 
nation, I will not leave Europe 
without telling its story. Every­ 
body is working who wants to 
work. There’s more than full em­ 
ployment. Many moonlight. B u t 
still thee are thousands of jobs 
to be filled. 
So Austria, whose leaders boast 
of 
its 
vibrant 
capitalism, 
has 
opened its borders to the unem­ 
ployed workers of the neighboring 
socialisi state — Yugoslavia. Hun­ 
dreds have 
come 
into Austria 
from Marshal Tito’s land to earn 
their 
daily 
bread. 
Thousands 
more have come from Spain and 
Turkey. 
Just how little Austria did it 
with tax cuts intrigued me. 
I talked to the man who should 
know, Josef Klaus, minister of 
finance under my friend, Chan­ 
cellor Alions Corbach. The music 
in Mr. Klaus’ voice had little to 
do with the fact that he is a very 
successful campaigner and was 
easily re-elected a member of 
Parliament from Salzburg. 
Klaus, a “sound-money” man. 
began by outlining the tax cuts. 
The first had come in 1954. Al­ 
though the taxes were cut. toe 
government income rose 12.4 per 
cent that year, he told me. That 
was because the people had more 
money to spend, the economy was 
spurred. There was more produc­ 
tion to meet more purchasing de­ 
mand. 
More 
people 
got 
jobs. 
More families and more business­ 
men paid taxes. And even at the 
new lower tax rate the govern­ 
ment took in more money. Only 
then could it spend more. 
The 
Gross 
National 
Product 
(GNP) in the year following the 
ax cut hiked up 14.7 per cent. 
The next tax cut came in ’55. 
Within a year federal revenues 
.vent up 8.7 per cent and the GNP 
jumped 10.1 per cent. 
Again in ’58. the taxes on per 
sonal 
incomes 
were decreased. 
The goernment s income went up 


6 8 per cent. GNP — up 6.2 per 
cent. 
The most recent tax cut became 
effective July 1st of this year. 
Klaus estimated that his departr 
ment’s income would shoot up by 
10.7 per cent while GNP wfould 
gain by 6.4 per cent during thc 
ensuing -year. 
“So you see,” Klaus said to me. 
“Austria has successfully used tax 
reduction programs as an effec­ 
tive instrument not only for in­ 
creasing 
governmental 
income, 
but actually to put more life into 
toe economic upswing. 
“The entire free world can look 
upon modern Austria as a perfect 
confirmation that the capitalistic 
system is the real future.” 
That’ in effct, was the mes­ 
sage Klaus carried into toe re­ 
cent campaign which ended on 
Nov. 18 with a victory of his con­ 
servative Peoples’ Party over the 
strong Socialist Party. 
And of 
course over the Communist Par­ 
ty, which lost completely, even in 
the 
working class 
districts on 
which the Soviet’s party concen­ 
trated. 
‘‘I carried the message of the 
need and toe urgency for national 
financial stability,” said Klaus, 
“from one end of Austria to the 
other, 
from 
one segment of the 
Austrian public to the other. 
‘‘Workers have 
come into my 
office 
and said 
they want tax 
cut;, not higher wages. We’ve 
done well on a voluntary wage- 
price freeze. I campaigned on the 
platform, therefore, that I would 
rather be defeated than abandon 
the print'iples of financial stabil­ 
ity. 
“It was obvious that toe aver­ 
age Austrian, whether a farmer, 
worker, or businessman, lealized 
that the fundamental need for the 
modern Austria is the upholding 
of currency stability through in­ 
telligent fiscal and monetary pol­ 
icies.” 
Klaus told me that his govern 
ment had leached toe point where 
it could not go in for more spend­ 
ing programs without greater fed 
era I income. When it decided to 
cut taxes it realized that it would 
also need 
greater 
productivity 
from its workers and factories— 
or the government would take in 
less money, not more. Both labor 
and management came through. 
It happened there. It can hai> 
pen here.

Extension Center Newt 


Almost every farm er has re­ 
planted one or move fields at some­ 
time because of poo:* seed germin­ 
ation. Sometimes seed that looks 
good just doesn't germinate as it 
should — and that can be mighty 
costly. It's a good idea to get 
y our seed tested well ahead of tne 
planting season. Then ii you need 
to replace it or plant extra amounts 
to get a stand you still have time 
to locale good seed. 


Wc believe testing is particular­ 
ly important on cotton seed to be 
planted in 1963. Most of the sam­ 
ples tested for germination up to 
date have been extremely low. 
Weather conditions during the fall 
months seem to be prim arily re­ 
sponsible for tlr-s condition. 
The 
State Departm ent of Agriculture at 
Jefferson City, and Department of 
Field Crops at Columbia provide 
free testing lor farm ers samples. 
It is nruiortant t > g< t your seed 
samples in early to these labora­ 
tories if you are to get the results 
of your test back in time to be of 
use. Corn, cotton, and soybean 
seed will be accepted during Dec­ 
ember. January and February. 
How much seed is needed for a 
test? The sample you send in needs 
to be one quart of the larger sized 
seeds such as cotton, corn and 
soybeans. But a pint of grasses 
and legume seed i ; sufficient. Send 
only in strong containers which will 
not be broken or torn in shipment. 
And label sample-. clearly as to 
name, address, kind of seed and lot 
number. 
It is important that you use care 
in taking your «arnnle. Seed off 
the top of a bin is likely not to 
represent the whole bin. Or seed 
from just a few sacks could give 
you a wrong idea about the whole 
seed 
lot. So 
draw seed 
from 
throughout your lot and mix it well 
before packaging up enough to 
send for testing. 
• 
Another thing - indicate wheth­ 
er you desire only a germination 
test or both a germ iaat’on and pur­ 
ity test. You may. ior example, 
want to know whether the seed will 
grow before you have it cleaned. 
In that case, you will want a ger­ 
mination test only, because the 
purity test which measures the kind 
and amount of weed seed and 
other foreign m atter will tell von 
nothing, so will just delay your re- 
oort. But a complete report wiII 
be needed for seed that is to be 
tagged for sale. 
Your county extension center 
has prepared forms to be used 
w hen 
you 
send 
seed 
to the la­ 
boratory 
for 
testing. 
These are 
available upon request. So checic 
with them if you feel a need for 
more details. And, remember, It’s 
not much trouble or expense to 
check up on just how good your 
planting seed realb- is. With all of 
the other expense that goes into 
planting a crop, vou can’t afford to 
slip up on having n good stand sim­ 
ply because your seed looked good 
but did not germinate.

Ka.'i! texts are only guides to education. Teachers must leach 
the whole child of varied interests and capabilities. Learning is 
enhanced by the proper use of audio-v isual aids. 
Some of the oldest and most common aids that are still used 
effectively are the chalkboard, bulletin board, maps, charts, 
globes, flash cards. mobiles and many concrete objects. They are 
necessary equipment in am classroom. 
Children need to observe, hoar and feel to solve new prob­ 
lems in learning for fixation, retention and recall. 
Teachers 111 the Sikeston Schools have access to and a r c 
trained to use the filmstrip machines, including slide attachments, 
16 MM projectors, the opaque projector, the tachistoscope, over­ 
head projectors, micro projectors, phonographs, microscopes, sci­ 
ence kits filled wiih experimental materials, and recording m a­ 
chines. 
Television wiih its unique contribution finds a special place 
;n today's new trends of instructional materials. On special oc­ 
casions. television sets are provided by parents and business 
places for news of current interest. 
The teachers sometimes finds that auditory discriminations 
are deficient and that visual discriminations are the most effec­ 
tive. Since procedures of teaching are influenced by pupil’s in­ 
dividual differences, filmstrip machines are most commonly 
used to fill thxs need. 
The 16 MM projector provides both visual and auditory and 
is used extensively. Films arc ordered to coincide with the daily 
lesson plans. 
The opaque projector is an aid used for enlarging classwork 
to correct consistent errors, or for a bit of praise on an excellent 
piece of work. If only one copy of a picture or printed page is 
available, much time may be saved by projecting it on a screen 
vvher the whole class may see it at one time. 
The tachistoscope and overhead projector arc often used for 
specific and intensive training. The tachistoscope is used basical­ 
ly to increase speed n reading, and the chief features of the over­ 
head projectors arc that it attracts attention, saves time, and aids 
students in retaining what they learn. 
Statistical facts state that 75'. of learning comes from listening, 
so that re-ording machines and phonographs are fundamental in 
mastering eerta:-n skills 111 listening, appreciation, speaking, and 
memorization. 
It takes very little* motivation to stimulate enthusiam in the 
field of science when the micro-projector, microscope, or science 
kit is used as an integral pari of the ass’gned lesson. 
Through these many aids, teachers assisted by upervising per­ 
sonnel are being challenged to seek new concepts, new methods, 
and culminating activities to develop a better curriculum for the 
chddten in our schools today.

CHRIST.MAS OBSERVANCE ONC E ILLEGAL 
Celebration of Christmas — the most widely observed re­ 
ligions holiday of the modern world — was at one time il­ 
legal in early American history. 
Colonial New England did not celebrate Christmas, be­ 
cause the stem Puritan colonists believed that such activi­ 
ties were wholly pagan and forbade them by law. Christmas 
came to the American colonies while it was the subject o? 
strenuous controversy in England. English Puritans con­ 
demned V as “popish’’ and the secular celebration as a 
“wanton Bacchanalian feast.” 
Opposition of the English Puritans to festivals culmi­ 
nated in an act of Parliament in 1647 which abolished the 
observance of Christmas, Easter and Whitsuntide. This was 
echoed in the American colonies in 1659 when Puritans 
enacted a law in the general court of Massachusetts to 
punish those who “kept Christmas.” 
The law read “Whosoever shall be found observing any 
such day as Christmas or the like, either by forebearing of 
labor, feasting, or in any other wav . . . shall be subject to 
a fine of five shillings.” 
The law was repealed in 1681 but many of the Puritans nations

The latter half of the eighteenth century saw a swing of 
attention to the realm of economics and politics and re 
ligious controversies became of less importance. The fact 
that English and Hessian troops celebrated Christmas dur­ 
ing the Revolutionary War may have added a patriotic note 
to the denominational controversy. 
General Washington crossed the Delaware River on the 
night of December 25, 1776, to surprise and defeat the Hes­ 
sian troops stationed at Trenton. N. J. In the opunon of one 
writer, W ashington’s bold venture succeeded because the 
Hessians were enjoying their customary Christmas revel 
and failed to maintain the usuai watch and patrols. 
However, denominational opposition to the ecclesiastic 
observance of Christmas continued into the second half of 
the nineteenth century. An account in the New York Daily 
Times for December 26, 1855, read:

TIME FOR A PLAYBACK 
There is no statue anywhere — 
afoot or horseback — of one of the 
greatest men America ever pro­ 
duced.

ly after Rolfe’s arival, had ac­ 
tually embarked for England when 
they met ships coming up the J a ­ 
mes River with supplies and new 
colonists and thus returned to try 
agam. 
Rolfe knew that 
tobacco

monopoly, would grow in Virginia. 
He cleared land, planted the seeds 
he had attained from Trinidad and 
tenderly nursed a crop that was 
to change the history of the world. 
By the spring of 1612, that first 
crop was cured and ready for m ar­ 
ket. Sent to England, it was an 
immediate success, and Jamestown 
now had a means of survial, a 
product the world would eagerly 
buy, Rolfe had founded an indus­ 
try with annual sales of $7.5 billion, 
that yields the nation more than 
S3 billion in taxes and provides in­ 
come to some 17 million Ameri­ 
cans.

Series Of Tax Cuts Pump* 
Prosperity Into Austria; 
Booming Nation lias 
No Unemployment 
GENEVA 
Small wonder they 
waltz in Vienna. Their country 
has 
become 
one 
big 
national 
“boom town.” 
Austria has done it with tax 
cuts — four such slashes in the 
past eight years. 
So prosperoiis now is the little 
nation, I will not leave Europe 
without telling its story. Every­ 
body is working who wants to 
work. There’s more than full em­ 
ployment. Many moonlight. B u t 
still thee are thousands of jobs 
to be filled. 
So Austria, whose leaders boast 
of 
its 
vibrant 
capitalism, 
has 
opened its borders to the unem­ 
ployed workers of the neighboring 
socialist slate — Yugoslavia. Hun­ 
dreds 
have 
come 
into Austria 
from Marshal Tito’s land to earn 
their 
daily 
bread. 
Thousands 
more have come from Spain and 
Turkey. 
Just how little Austria did it 
with tax cuts intrigued me. 
I talked to the man who should 
know, Josef Klaus, minister of 
finance under mjr friend, Chan­ 
cellor Alfons Corbach. The music 
in Mr. Klaus’ voice had little to 
do with the fact that he is a very 
successful campaigner and was 
easily 
re-elected 
a member of 
Parliam ent from Salzburg. 
Klaus, a “ sound-money” man. 
began by outlining the tax cuts. 
The first had come in 1954. Al­ 
though the taxes were cut, the 
government income rose 12.4 per 
cent that year, he told me. That 
was because the people had more 
money to spend, the economy was 
spurred. There was more produc­ 
tion to meet more purchasing de­ 
mand. 
More 
people 
got 
jobs. 
More families and more business­ 
men paid taxes. And even at the 
new' lower tax rate the govern­ 
ment took in more money. Onh 
then could it spend more. 
The 
Gross 
National 
Product 
(GNP) in the year following the 
tax cut hiked up 14.7 per cent. 
The next tax cut came in ’55. 
Within a year federal revenues 
went up 8.7 per cent and the GNP 
jumped 10.1 per cent. 
Again in ’58, the taxes on per 
sonal 
incomes 
were 
decreased. 
The goernment’s income went up 


6 8 per cent. GNP — up 6.2 per 
cent. 
The most recent tax cut became 
effective July 1st of this year. 
Klaus estimated that his depart­ 
ment’s income would shoot up by 
10.7 per cent w'hile GNP would 
gain by 6.4 per cent during the 
ensuing year. 
“So you see,” Klaus said to me, 
“Austria has successfully used tax 
reduction programs as an effec­ 
tive instrument not only for in­ 
creasing 
governmental 
income, 
but actually to put more life into 
the economic upswing. 
“The entire free world can look 
upon modern Austria as a perfect 
confirmation that the capitalistic 
system is the real future.” 
That’ in effct, was the mes­ 
sage Klaus carried into the re­ 
cent campaign which ended on 
Nov. 18 wuth a victory of his con­ 
servative Peoples’ Party oveT the 
strong Socialist Party. 
And of 
course over the Communist P ar­ 
ty, which lost completely, even in 
the 
working 
class 
districts 
on 
which the Soviet’s party concen­ 
trated. 
“ 1 carried the message of the 
need and the urgency for national 
financial 
stability,” 
said Klaus, 
“from one end of Austria to the 
other, from one segment of the 
Austrian public to the other. 
“Workers have come into my 
office and said they want tax 
cuts, not higher wages. 
We’ve 
done well on a voluntary wage- 
price freeze. I campaigned on the 
platform, therefore, that I would 
rather be defeated than abandon 
the principles of financial stabil­ 
ity. 
“It was obvious that the aver­ 
age Austrian, whether a farmer, 
worker, or businessman, lealized 
that the fundamental need for the 
modern Austria is the upholding 
of currency stability through in­ 
telligent fiscal and monetary pol­ 
icies.” 
Klaus told me that his govern 
ment had reached the point where 
it could not go in for more spend­ 
ing programs without greater fed­ 
eral income. When it decided to 
cut taxes it realized that it would 
also need 
greater 
productivity 
from its workers and factories— 
or the government would take in 
less money, not more. Both labor 
and management came through. 
It hapoened there. It can hap­ 
pen here.

A short time ago some newspap­ 
ers carried pictures of a new Soviet 
cargo ship. The vessel is trim , fast, 
and as modern as this morning.

five years seem s about right.
